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WHAT KIND OF AN EDUCATION? 
Representatives of the Calles government in Mexico 
have been touring the United States for the purpose of creat- 
ing a little better understanding, and they have hoped to 
make a favorable impression by pointing out that the 
masses are now within the reach of, popular education. It 
seems not to occur to the Mexican government that even 
this publicity contains a severe indictment of the Mexican 
government of the past. Of course, Americans are told that 
education was not extended to ll the people because the 
Catholic Church was in control. As a matter of fact, the 
Catholic Church promoted whatever education there had 
been, and the reason it was not more widely extended is 
that the State itself forbade the Church to do more than it 
did. 

But wHat kind of education does the Calles government 
propose to give to the Mexican people? The Excelsior, a 
daily paper, published in Mexico City, tells us that: “The 
education tmparted is laical, atheistical, if we are to speak 
plainly, anti-religious.” This paper condemns the text 
books in use at present “as utterly unfit for use by the boys 
and girls of ten years for whom they are prescribed.” Karl 
Marx is placed befre the children as a great reformer. Poor 
Mexico! ,The one thing sorely needed in that country is re- 
ligion, the one thing which the present government is doing 
its utmost to take away from the working people. The 
easiest road to bread and butter for the poor people is the 
profession of Socialism, in its most drastic character. 

While communism is in the ascendancy in Mexico and 
other countries where Russia has made her influence felt, it 
has rapidly declined inthe United States since the World 
War.

Rev. Edward J. Hanna, Archbishop df 
San Francisco, and Chairman of the 
Administrative Cémmittee of the N. 
Cc. W. C.. in a statement here recently 
requests that until the facts are 


known, the public suspend judgment 
in the case of the Rt. Rev. Juan Na- 
varrete, Bishop of Sonora, Mexico, re- 
ported to be indicted on the border on 
a charge of conspiring to violate the 
United States neutrality laws. 

Bishop Navarrete surrendéred to 
the authorities at Tucson, Ariz., Wed- 
nesday, after a Federal grand jury 
indictment had been returned secretly 
last week making the charges. He 
later was released on $2,500 bond. He 
went to Tucson voluntarilyefrom No- 
gales to answer to the indictment. 
Bishop Navarrete has been in the 
United States for some months, hav- 
ing been threatened with death should 
he return to his own country.

The sun, by whose rising we measure our days, was 
not created until the fourth day, The present belief is that these 
days represented long periods of time each. Scientists are not 
agreed concerning the age of the world. Some hold that 10,000 
vears, some that 5,000,000 years are necessary to account for their 
theories. 
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ANGELS 

Refore the creation of man, and of th earth. 
myriads of spirits, whom the Bible called angels. By) nature they 
were immortal, and were destined for everlasting happiness with 
God. Rut Heaven was to be their reward for serving their Creator 
as free beings. Holy Scripture teaches that many of them re 
fused to render the service demanded, and that God showed them 
no mercy. From angels they became demons, and in punishment 
of their rebellion hell was created (Isaias xiv. 12-19; Luke x, 18; 
Il Pet. 11, 4). The loval angels were forthwith rewarded with the 
vision of God. Holy Scripture mentions nine different choirs or 
divisions of angels. of whom the Seraphim are the highest. The 
angels in Heaven are guardians of people here on earth (Matt 
xvii, 10); they have often been sént as messengers from Heave 
to earth. whence the name “angel.”

According to the Bible man was created on thi Kth day, 
and his creation was direct.

The first human 
nair were Adam and Eve. God made Eve's body from rib of 
Adam, and then wedded them. 
ADAM’S ENDOWMENTS 

Besides the endowments which human nature was entitled 
namely free-will, reason and immortality, preternatural and sup- 
ernatural gifts were bestowed on them. By reason of the former 
they were not to die, were to know nothing of suffering or afflic- 
tion * by reason of the latter, their souls were clothed with Sancti-| 
fying Grace, the image of God. The preservation of these higher | 
endowments, and the transmission of the same to their posterity 
would depend on the loyalty of Adam to one specia] commandment. 

ADAM’S FALL 

As head of the human race he was asked to abstain from the 
fruit of a certain tree. He had been told that on the day he would 
eat thereof, he would die. Seduced by a fallen angel (Wis. II, 24; 
1 Tim. II, 14) Eve disobeyed God; and Adam followed her (Gen. 
lil, 12). Human nature was on trial in the person of Adam in 
the one test. When he fell human nature was tainted at its source, 
and the supernatural life was withdrawn from the soul.
